PREFHeE. 


The importance of Epigraphy for building up the early 
history of India is ungaestionable and can hardly be gainsaid. 
A good deal of the accurate information ■which ■we now 
possess in regard to ancient India is nndonbtedly derived 
from the study of inscriptions bat for which' even tbs names 
of emperors like Samudragupta the great ‘ who couq^tiered 
nearly all India and whose alliance extended from the0xi;3 to 
Ceylon ” would have been cast into oblivion. The connected 
accounts of several periods in early Indian History which 
it has now become possible to write is the outcome of patient 
and minute study of inscriptions chiefly. So the value of 
these documents for the history of Ancient India is admitted 
by all bat I doubt if it has bean fully recognised generally 
although scholars like the late Professor Bahler emphasized 
it long ago. The discovery of authentic inscriptions of ascer- 
tainable age and origin like that of Harishena or Tatsabhatti, 
and the GirnSr praiaeti shows how hollow the old theory of 
Kenaissanoe of Sanskrit literatore ■was; for it proves bdyond 
donbt that the KSvya literature must have been is fall 
swing not only in the Gupta epoch but even before the 
commencement of the Christian era.* The composition of 
such inscriptions presupposeH the existence of some Alan- 
karasaslra. Por ioetacce the/»raSfl^t« of Harishena i. e., 
the Allahabad pillar iuscrlptioa of Samudragupta is a birst 
^class little HSvya which is artistically finished in every 
. respect and places its anthor, namely, Harishena in line 
with Kalidasa and Dan^in. Some of the poetic figures in 
. this composition remind ns ofSubandha and Banaand in the 
choice 9 f words it is, perhaps, unsurpassed j for where 
do we find more concise and more graphic a picture , than 
what it gives of the situation in which Samudragupta is 
ordained by his father to be hia successor ? "We ate q^nite

bes this sitaation is oue of the best productions which our 
Kuvis have given ns * in the domain of miniature portraits. ’ 

The GirnSr inscription of the reign of MahSkshntrapa 
Undradgman, which was probably written between 100 and 
1*0 A. Q., 18 a mncli older worlc and also written in the 
KSvja stylo. It possesses all the chief characteristics of the 
rlh' which B.andin has kid down in his Kdvya-' 
dciria and are mentioned in Bfaamtn’s It'dlyasdstra, There 
is DO nso of multiplying ezampIoB. The fact is that the 
inscriptions which have boon pnblished so far supply 
material not only for bnllding the history of Ancient India 
but for the history of Indian Kavya or the artificial poetry 
of the conrt, nay« for all the dejKrrtments of Indian Research. 
This being tho case it bohovea every Indologist to tacllitate 
-the study of inscriptions and popularise Epigraphy. Mr. 
Biakalkar} theretore, has done a highly nseful work in 
bringing oat this edition and placing the texts of some 
of the very important inscriptions before the public. 
They are no doubt uU published and fully discussed already 
but the books which contain their accounts are rather 
costly and not easily accessible to general pohlic. This 
compilation of Mf' Disbalkar will obviate each drawbacks 
and place the texts of very valnable doenmeats within an 
easy reach of every student who would-care to study them. 
His choice has been a very happy one for be has selected 
sneh of the mscriptiooB as are useful not only for 
the history of some of the old dynasties but for the' study 
of the evolution of the KSvya literature as well. In the 
present volume he gives the texts only adding references 
to the publications where they have already appearedr Their 
critical account he has reserved for the next volume ho is 
preparing. I am sure, hia work will be of immense uso to 
those for whom it is intended.

lNTR0OueTlON. 


The proveibial lack of the histoiical sense ia the ancient 
Hindu has no doubt considerably detracted from the value 
of such a splendid heritage as India possesses in the Sans* 
krit language and literatnre.The deficiency of material which 
can he arranged in a strictly chronological seqnence is to 
some extent made up by contemporary records on stone 
and copper which have been discovered during the last few 
decades, not only in all parts of the Indian Empire bat in the 
adjoining conntries towards north, east and south such as 
Nepal, Central Asia, Java, Cambodia and Ceylon,' wherever 
the inflnence of the civilization of India has penetrated. The ' 
earliest records found in India are mostly in Pali and Prakrit 
barring of coarse the recent discoveries in the Panjab and' 
Bind of a pictographic script the key to the decipherment of 
which is not yet in sight. In the early centnriesof the Ghrl> 
stian era ‘Sanskrit seems to have established its position as 
the language of ofUcIal records and from this period onwards 
. most of the inscriptions on stone tand copperplate are in 
Sanskrit. The object that prompted the engraving of these 
inscriptions was^geuerally the recording of some pious dona- 
tion of a village or the building of a temple or even that of 
describing the exploits of a king. In all these cases it ia 
therefore fntile to expect any flashes of literary merit 
in the compositions recorded in inscriptions. But 
sometimes when a court poet sets himself to the task of 
extolling the virtues and exploits of his patron king and his 
aucestors the resalt is sometimes recorded in excellent speci- 
mens of Sanskrit Kd.vya or artificial poetry. These Praiastis 
very often contain not only the same ideas but also 
words and phrases similar to those found in the standard 
classical poetry of the masters of Sanskrit literature.* This

cal literataro waa cultivated in • India at a comparatively 
later date altkougU the earliest compoaUioasia the Sanskrit 
Uflgnage must go back several millenia before the Christ- 
ian era* 

The present edition of the text of Sanskrit inscriptions 
has been undertaken with a twofold object in view. In the • 
first place it is proposed to give a selection of Sanskrit 
inscriptions from the second century to the eighth centnry 
A. D. in their chronological, order. The solfiction of testa 
has been made more with & view to illnstrate passages 
possessing literary merit than owing to their historical or 
• reli^oQS importance. Only the test of each inscription is 
given here as the notes and translations are reserved fora • 
separate volnme. The characierfi nsed are Devanttgari which 
are easily cndeistood by the etadents of Indian Unlvei^lties 
for whom the book Is mainly intended. Corrections have been 
made in the forma of the words ns found in the inscriptiona 
so as to remove the orthographical pecoliarities in the origi* 
nals and bring the composition in aline with the langnage 
of standard Sanskrit literature* Another pnrpose expected 
to be served bythe editionis to popolarise Indian Epigraphy* - 
The student of Sanskrit Uteratora in the Indian Universities 
' is at present completely ignorant of the ancient records of 
this country the study of which is limited to a small circle 
of Epigrapbists. If (his edition serves to demonstrate to the 
student of literature that some of the inscriptions at least 
pOBsesB real poetical merit and are besides of a special 
value aa a means to determine the historical sequence of 
Classical Literatute, the EpigtaphiBta[ interest will be shared 

thfl atndanl of Litatatorav Tha 
inscriptions by an ever increasing band of scholars is sure to 
give much needed stimnlas to research in the domain of 
the literary and social history of India daring the period 
represented by the inscriptions. The gain to the history of 
Sansiiit literpture ly » more thmongl study of insmplions 
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cannot b3 esaggeratei. Even the most wellknown of Classi- 
cal poets viz. KalidSsA has left^ no record as to the time when 
and the place where he lived. We owe it to an .*iQScrtption 
that we now know the posterior limit to which he can be 
assigned, viz. 634 A. B. The ittS3riptioQ8 of the Garjira-Pra- 

tihEra kings, Mahendrapala and Mahipala, who, we know,, 
rnled daring the last decade of the ninth century and in the 
beginning of the tenth century of the Christian era enable ns 
to fix the time of the dramatUtand poet Kajas'ekKar, whose 
pupils anl patrons they were. In this way inscriptions 
have been of great uaa to ns in determining the approximate 
period of many of onr Classical authors.
